Japan In return for the large volume 
of cotton and rayon textiles that 
Japanese have been able to place on 
their markets, 7 

To maintaln thelr balance of trade, 
the Institute reports that virtually 
all the Central American countries 
ure enacting vartous restrictions such 
ns tariffs, exchange control, re- 
nunelution of treaties and demands 
for barter trade agreements to offset 
the popularity which Japanese goods 
had found on thelr markets. 

Although this has resulted in a 
slacking of Japanese iniports, 
balance of trade stulll remains favour 
able to Japun, The Intter is now 
trying to secure new treaties with 
Cuba and El Salvador. 

Mexico, the Institute finds, is the 
only country between the Rio Grinde 
and the Amazon which for the past 
two years has been able to maintain 
a favournble trade balance with 
Japnun—due largely to the Japanese 
importation from Mexico of raw 
cotton and zinc. However, this year 
Mexico took additional steps to 
maintain her «favourable © trade 
balance by putting an import tariff 
on some 700 different articles. This, 
it 1s believed, will practically shut 
out several of Japan's leading exports 
such ag electric bulbs, and other 
electrical appliances,

This Is the forecast which T am 
nble to arrive at after careful con- 
sideration of the views of German 
and foreign experts (writes the Datly 
Telegraph Berlin correspondent). 


The average wheat crop—taken 
over the five years 1031-35—is 176,- 
000,000 ‘bushels. For rye it is 284,- 
000,000 bushels, Last year the 
figures were 162,000,000 and 273,000,- 
000 bushels respectively. 


A gencrat forecast is the more diMl- 
cult to arrive at as the comparative 
fallure of the crops in the great agri- 
cultural districts of Enst Prussia, 
Pomeronla, and Silesia ts to a large 
extent set-off by good crops in Cen- 
tral and Southern Germany. 


The bad harvest in North and 
North-Eastern Germany was due In 
the first instance to the severe winter, 
which led to about 10 per cent. of the 
winter wheat and 6 per cent. of the 
winter rye being ploughed under.

Scientists confess that all along 
they have blamed the wrong 
things for causing a constant 
buzzing in the carphones of air- 
plane pilots and the ground 
crews.

A group of engineers, scientists and 
meteorologists cruised the  alrlanes 
for three months searching for alr- 
craft radio static. First they Jearned 
they weren't looking | In. the right 
place for the source of the impair- 
ment of communication ‘between 
ground crews and plane forces. 


Finally, they Icarned where to look, 
it wis reported to the American 
Association for the Advancement of

H. H. Hucke, engineer in charge of 
United Air Lines’ flying luboratory, 
nN seven-ton, scientifically-equipped 
craft, told the scientists that what 
they found was so simple that no one 
would at first believe it. 


Pilots sulfercd their headaches, 
and pronounced curses on charged 
particles of ice, snow, rain und dust 
which, it was believed, caused the 
static by .striking .the metallic sur- 
faces of planes In flight.

This will be at Junk Bny, 
where the location would make the 
plant accessable to ocean-going ves- 
sels. 2 Z 

Although primarity intended for 
the ore belng produced in the New 
Territories, it fs reported that in ith 
wider aspect, the enterprise will 
niso. take -care- of tho very much 
bigger quantity mined in this part 
of the world and which, {n the past, 
has been reshipped from Hongkong. 

Under the scheme, not only galena, 
or silver lead, will be provided for, 
but also wolfram,. tin, antimony, 
manganese and such other basic 
metnis as are being exploited in 
South Chinn.

An aggregate storage of 2,324.60 
million gallons of water fn ‘the Is- 
land reservoirs on August.1 compar- 
ed with 1,230.22 million gallons on 
the sume day Jast year, is reveal- 
ed in the water returns for the 
month of July, Issued yesterday. 


Tytam Intermediate, Tytam Tuk, 
Aberdeen Upper and Lower reser- 
voirs are all at overflow level. 


-The total consumption by Island 
residents during July was 492.38 
million gallons, compared with 430,33 
million gallons last year. With an 
estimated population of 445,000, com- 
pared with 437,700: last year, this 
gives a consumption per head per 
day of 35.7 gallons as against with 
32.7 last year. . 


Last yenr 82.00 million gallons 
were supplied: from the Mainland 
during July against 08.46 last month. 

From July 1 to July 5 a 15 hours’ 
supply was given to all districts and 
from July 6 to July 31 a constant 
supply. Last yeor all districts had 
a 16 hours’ supply durlng the whole 
month. 


The: Mainland reservoirs contained 
2,499.34 million gallons on August |, 
compared with 534.77 million gallons 
last year. Of this year’s total the 
Jubilee Reservoir contributed 1,893.00 
million gallons compared with 237 
million gallons last year. 


With an estimated population. of 
380,000, 316.01 million gallons of 
water was consumed during July,

“MORE CHOLERA . 


‘INOCULATION NOW 
A PUBLIC DUTY 


A total of 50 cases of cholera, all 
Chinese, were, notifled by the Health’ 
authoritics in thelr returns for the 24 


hours to noon yesterday. ; 

Of this number 53 are from 
Victorian, two from Old and. New 
Kowloon, two from Shauklwan and 
two from Aberdeen and Rural Hong? 
kong. One case was imported. y 

Since July 25, and including yes- 
terday's total, BS positive cascs havo 
been notified. 


While’ yesterdny’s figure seems 
most alarming, Di. J. T. Smalley, 
acting Director of Medical Services, 
explained in an Interview  im- 
mediately after publication of the 
returns, that the big incrense in the 
figures wos duc to a misunderstand- 
Ing with regard to the registrations 
of cases at Kennedy Town Hospital. 
The cases were an accumulation of 
the past seven days, and not those of 

ce day. ‘ 

"Dr. ‘Smalley stated that 16 clinical 
cholera enses were admitted yester- 
day, and these are awaiting con- 
firmation from the Bacteriological 
Institute. At the present time there 
are between 35 and 40 awalting con- 
firmation. Uniess positive , results 
were shown they would not be in- 
cluded in the returns. 

So far there have been no, Euro- 
pean cases. A European child be- 
Ileved to have contracted the disease 
was relenuscd after a diugnosis re- 
venled negative results. 

Dr. Smalley further stated that 15 
per cent. of the positive cases had 
succumbed, due to thelr having been 
in advanced stages of the disease 
when discovered. : ! 

“I cunnot impress too. strongly 
upon the public the necessity of im- 
mediate inoculation,” he added. 


30,000 Inoculated 


There ore many people availing 
themselves of the opportunity of 
getting free inoculations, including 
large numbers of Europeans. The 
nveraye a day at the Queen Mary 
Hospital, for.instance, hos been 
about 200, though at one period, 
when there was a sudden inerense of 
cases of cholera reported, about 400 
attended in n single day. Now that 
there has been such a big Increase in 
cases, a great many more residents 
are likely to obtaln the precautionary 
inoculation, cither from their own 
doctors or at the various free cen- 
tres. At the Government Civil Hos- 
pital the average daily figure is in 
the region of 1,000. i 

At Government dispensaries alone 
2,800 persons were inoculated yester- 
day, while to date between 25,000 
and 30,000 inoculations have been 
given Jat the dispensaries and Gov~ 
ernment hospitals. 

When asked whether supplics of 
vaccine were sufficient to cope with 
all demands, Dr. Smalley said there 
was ample unless the outbreak as- 
sumed unprecedented and unexpect- 
ed proportions. 

It ts interesting to note that during 
the epidemic in 1932 the greatest 
number of cases notified in one day 
was 16, compared with yesterday's 
total of 59, Yesterday's figure even 
surpasses the biggest total for any 
one week Guring 1932, namely, for 
the week ending July 3 when 45 
cases were notified.

In the course of a recent re- 
ference in the House of 
Commons to collective security, 
Lord Cranborne, Under-Secre- 
itary for Foreign Affairs, 
declared: “The forees of kiw and 
order should 


not be merely 
strong enough to win) a war. 
That would not be -nearly 
enough, because, once war broke 
out, the world would be plunged 
into chaos and misery. The forces 
of order should be so strong 
that war will not break out at 
all”, There could be no better 
summary of the viewpoint of 
those nations which want to see 
such a measure of co-openation 
as will guarantee that the forces 
which stand for a‘system of 
international law and order are 
stronger.than those who are 
aguinst it. Unfortunately the 
ideal seems difficult, {f not im- 
possible, of attainment. The 
principles involved are definitely 
set out in the Covenant of the 
League of Nations, but attempts 
to put them into operation in 
major crises have so far utterly 
failed. Mr. Attlee, the leader 
of the British Labour Purty, in 
speaking of Japanese aggression 
in’ Parliament recently, touched 
on this aspect of the question 
when he declared that if action 
such as Japan is taking in 
China is permitted to  con- 
tinue. without anything being 
done to stop it, the result will 
be abrogation of all treaties and 
of the Covenant itself, Treaties, 
pacts «nd convenants, he  as- 
serted, are-useless if in times 
of, crisis they are ignored.

At B.M.A. 


ACCURACY OF TESTS 
' FOR DRUNKENNESS

Hospital nurses’ traditional 
attire was criticised at a meet- 
ing of the British Medical Asso- 
ciation here, 


Dr, Peter W. Edwards, of the 
Cheshire Joint Sanatorium, blamed 
““Infection “through ‘the’ clothes “worn 
by nurses for the large proportion of 
tubercular cuses among them. 
Statistles showed: that nurses in 
gBencral hospitals were considerably 
more liable to tuberculosis than the 
average, ‘while those {in special 
hospitals and sanatoria; who were 
dally exposed to infection, were 
relatively immune, 


Remedies he suggested were the re- 
gular testing of all patients in gencral 
hospitals for tuberculosis and the 
wearing by nurses of overalls which 
could be Immediately washed on 
Jeaving the wards, | s 


Referring to the present alarms cone 
cerning the spread of tuberculosis, he 
said, “Far too much Is made of the 
danger of tubercular milk and far too 
Uttle of the gravity of spitting.” 


Professor A, J, Clark, of Edinburgh

LIVES ON MEMORIES 


Jake is 78. He ‘fs practically 
alone.

As great o fighter as he was, 
Kilrain . never. was recognised of- 
ficially a3 world heavyweight cham- 
pion. His nearest approach to the 
honour came on July 9, 1889. 


It was on that day ut Richburg.

Sullivan with bare Knuckles for 
$10,000, The battle—the last big 
fight held in this country under 
London rules—went 76 rounds. Sul- 
ivan won. Kilrain, however, con- 
tended that he won, He still thinks

a return fight with Steve O'Donnell 
of Australia at Concy Island, near 
New York, and was scheduled 
for 25 rounds.

In London, how- 
ever, there is no longer any doubt 
that the three aircraft concerned in 
the attack on the British Corporal 
were engaged In civil war against the 
Spanish Government, and, In fact, on

While therefore ready te believe 
that the attack may have been due to 
n mistake, it may be assumed that 
the Britis. Government could not 
neeept a Wyly on the lines predicted 
in the press messages: referred to. 
By good fortune, no scrious damuge 
or personal injury resulted from the 
bombing and machine-gunning of the 
British ship. The objective of the 
British protest, therefore, js to ensure 
that the Insurgent authorfies will 
take proper steps to preventXa recur- 
rence of ‘such Incidents.

LATIN AMERICA’S 


BALANCE OF 
NOW FAVOU 


TRADE 
RABLE

2 San Francisco. 

The startling increase of Japanese 
imports from South America has 
been one of the most outstanding and 
overlooked developments fn foreign 
trode, according to a recent survey 
of the Instltute of Pacific Relations. 

Whereas only a short time ago 
fears ‘vere entertained that Central 
and South America would be swamp- 
ed with cheap Japanese goods, It 
now develops, the Institute finds, 
that while In the post two ycars 
Japanese exports to Latin America 
have increased only 5 per cent, Latin 
Amcricon exports to Japan have in- 

- creased 440 per cent, 


The balance of trade with Japan 
is now favourable in every respect to 
Latin America a5 a whole, Latin) 
American exports to Japan for 1936 
alone are pluced by the Institute at 
Yen 133,981,000, { 


Japanese imports from the 
countries of the southern continent 
are found to have incrensed by 370 
per cent since 1934, reaching a total 
of Yen 112,200,000 In 1930, while 
Japanese exports to South America 
inerensed only to Yen 68,000,000, a 
decrease of Yen 4,500,000 aver 1935. 


Argentina, the Institute reveals, 
which fs Japan's largest customer 
and source of raw materials fn Latin 
America, showed a favourable trade 
balance with Japan in 1036 as did 
“Peru, Chile, Uruguay and Brazil. 
Part of the reason for this lies In the 
Increnscd exports from South 
America to Japan of cotton. 


“At the same time, however, the 
Institute finds, Argentina's exports 
to Japan of wool, wheat, oil-yielding 
materials, hides and skins is  con- 


stantly on the increase, This con- 
tinucs {n splte of the fact that Argen- 
tina itself Is enacting more and more 
stringent tariffs against Japanese 
woods and Is openly favouring goods 
of British manufacture, 


Chilo, the Institute, notes, is still 
maintaining the position she has kept 
up over a long period of years of 
selling more foods to Japan than she 
imports. Chilean nitrates continue 
to be the principal export to Japan 
although the Japanese demand for 
copper has recently shown a marked 
increase, Z 


In return, Citile has been second 
only to Argentina in South America 
ns a buyer of Japnnese cotton goods, 
although here also, like Argentina, 
Chile is enacting restrictions, 


Both Peru and Uruguay, the Instie 
tute finds, owe their favournble 
position in Japanese trade during the 


past two years to incrensed exports 
there of wool and cotton. 


DEVELOPING OWN INDUSTRIES 


As regards Colombia, Ecuador ond 
Peru, which abrogated thelr treatles 
with Japan when the latter began 
to inundate them with cotton and 
other goods, the Institute is inform- 
ed, the Jnpinese government Is 
seckingg to negotiate new — treaties 
with them, which will ennble Japan 
to recapture these markets. 


Still one other thing which has 
operated in South America, the 
Institute finds, 16 decrease the flow 
there of Japunese-made goods, is 
the continuous development within 
the larger Latin American countries 
themselves of domestic industries; 
und the increased competition of the 
United States, “England, Germany 
und other. European countries, all of 
which the Institute finds, are Indica- 
tions of a new period‘of activity and 
prosperity In Latin America, 


The only portion of the Jatter 
where Japan has succeeded in maine 
taining, something of her former hold 
dn’ the markets Is Central America. 
This, the Institute reports, is due to 
the fact ‘that. the Central -American 
countries are handicapped by the 
fact htey have so tittle to offer 
Japan in return for the large volume 
of cotton and rayon textiles that 
Japanese have been able to place on 
thelr markets, 

To maintain their batance of trade, 
the Institute reports that virtually 
alt the Central American countries 
are enacting virlous restrictlons such 
os tariffs, exchange control, re- 
nunclation of treaties nnd demands 
for barter trade agreements to affset 
the popularity which Japanese goods 
had found on thelr markets, 

Although this has resulted in oa 
slacking of Japanese imports, 
balance of trade still remains favour- 
able to Japon, The latter ts now 
trying to secure new trenties with 
Cubn and El Salvador. 

Mexico, the Institute finds, fs the 
only country between the Rio Grande 
ond the Amazon which for the past 
two years has been able to maintain 
a favourable trade, balance with 
Japan—due largely to the Japanese 
importation from Mexico of raw 
cotton and zine. However, this year 
Mexico took additional steps to 
maintain her favourable _ trade 
balance by putting an {mport tariff 
on some 700 different articles. This, 
it is believed, will practically shut 
out several of Japan’s leading exports 
such as electric ‘bulbs, .and other 
electrical appliances,

SCIENTISTS DISCOVER 
WHY AVIATORS SUFFER 


Denver. 

Scientists confess that all along 
they have blamed the wrong 
things for causing a constant 
buzzing in the carphones of air- 
Lplane pilots and the ground 
crews. But the pilots, who have 
the biggest headaches, are most 
interested in a “cure.” 


A gtroup of engincers, scientists and 
meteorologists cruised the  alrlanes 
for three months searching for alr- 
craft radto static. First they learned 
they weren't looking In the right 
place for the source of the impalr- 
ment of communication between 
ground crews and plane forces, 


Finally, they learned where to look, 
it was reported to the American 
Association for the Advancement of 
Science at the 100th meeting here, 
and reversed all the former theorles, 
eae. even are approaching a solu- 
tion, . 


.H. H. Hucke, engineer In charge of 
United Air Lines’ flying laboratory, 
a seven-ton, sclentifically-equipped 
craft, told the scientists that what 
they found wis so simple that no one 
would at first believe it. 


Pilots suffered thelr headaches, 
and pronounced curses on charyed 
particles of ice, snow, rain and dust 
which, it was belleved, caused the 
stitle by striding the metallic sur- 
faces of planes in flight, 


It probably “won't. be very com- 


they at lenst now can lay blame 
where. it belongs. The atmospheric 
static is caused by the discharge from 
the trailing cdyes. of the wings and 
tail surfaces of the static alrendy 
gathered from certain cloud forma- 
tions, 


By trailing a wire from the edges 
of United's flying Iuboratory, Hucke 
discovered thot‘a material improve- 
ment was made in radio range recep- 
tion during heavy static conditions.

-Meteorologists aboard the flying lab, 
Hucke sald, are’ analysing studies 
which now indicate that bothersome 
statle occurs only during certain wea- 
ther conditions, and United Airlines 
is planning to develop a system of 
forecasting major static arcas on the 
airways and dispatch its planes 
nround them. Other lines probably 
will follow the same plan. 


“These research men have taken 
mystery out of the = alrernft radio 
static, and for the first time succeeded 
in clearly defining the problem,” 
said W. A. Patterson, President of 
the Airlines.

athletics, cycling, rambling, camping 
and swimming. , : 

Particulur attention is called to the 
powers of local authorities to estab- 
lish holiday camps and to employ 
fulllime instruction leaders. The 
training which will be available to 
members of the teaching profession 
‘when the new National Collese of 
Physical Training has got to work is 
fully explained. 

The Council makes a strong appeal 
for co-operation of the public, re-
